QUO VADIS: Most topical of all conversa¬ 
tions pertinent to Maryland racing these days 
concerns Bowie’s impending meeting, earliest in 
Free State history. Designated as a "spring” 
term, the Bowie meeting which opens on Febru¬ 
ary 12 will be three-quarters completed by the 
time the vernal equinox occurs on March 21. 

How will Bowie fare? The relative success or 
failure of the meeting rests chiefly with the 
elements and other conditions over which the 
racing association cannot fully control. Meteor¬ 
ologists hardly can afford to be optimistic con¬ 
cerning the local weather outlook for the latter 
half of February and the month of March. But 
whatever comes, Bowie professes to be ready for 
it. In fact the track committed itself to accept 
comparable dates for the next four years as a 
means to end the annual squabble over allot¬ 
ments. There was, however, motivation more 
realistic than nobility behind Donald Lillis’ plan. 
His five-year schedule is based on the premise 
that gambling on the weather offers a more 
favorable price-line than can be obtained by 
bucking opposition from Garden State Park in 
New Jersey. 

Aside from weather considerations, there will 
be a temptation to appraise the Bowie meeting 
—once it is completed—on the class and quan¬ 
tity of horses raced there. This, however, will 
not be a true test, since Bowie, due to the rela¬ 
tively late announcement on its dates and purse 
and stakes program, could not contact horsemen 
before they had completed winter plans for their 
stables. Many outfits, which otherwise might 
have planned to race at Bowie, shipped to 
wintering centers in the Carolinas or to racing 
points in Florida, Louisiana and California. 

Even so, track representatives have been suc¬ 
cessful in luring a number of stables out of 
wintering grounds or from southern racing 
centers. 

PREPARATIONS: To prepare for the worst 
that winter might bring, Bowie has completed 
an improvement program, centered around the 
grandstand ground level. This area has been 
closed off from the canopied grandstand en¬ 
trance and blower-type heaters installed. To 
complement the heater system, the entire level 
has been resurfaced with a special asphalt com- 
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pound, which in addition to its bright decor, aids 
in retaining heat. 

Blower heaters also have been installed in the 
grandstand mezzanine section and similar facili¬ 
ties in the clubhouse have been boosted. 

The parking area, largest of the state’s tracks, 
has been improved in the clubhouse area to 
speed up valet parking. A section fronting the 
canopied clubhouse entrance has been macadam¬ 
ized, with wide aprons leading to the covered 
portal. 

Jockeys’ quarters have been enlarged by the 
creation of a recreation room and a "lounge- 
domitory” convenient to the steam room. 

Backstretch improvements include weather¬ 
proofing of the barns and installation of heating 
facilities in the tack rooms. A new drainage 
system now serves the Queenstown and Blue¬ 
berry Hill barn areas. Further drainage work 
was completed along the frontstretch, after 
which the mile oval was resurfaced. 

STAKES PROGRAM: Having earlier an¬ 
nounced that it would offer minimum purses of 
$3,000, and that the John B. Campbell Memorial 
Handicap again this year would carry $100,000 
in added money, Bowie released the following 
stakes program: 

Abraham Lincoln Stakes, four-year-olds and 
up at five and one-half furlongs, February 12 
(opening day) $10,000. 

Miss Maryland Stakes, three-year-old fillies 
at five and one-half furlongs, February 16, 
$15,000. 

George Washington Stakes, three-year-olds at 
six furlongs, February 22, $15,000. 

Burch Memorial Handicap, three-year-olds 
and up at six furlongs, February 23, $12,500. 

Southern Maryland Handicap, three-year-olds 
and up at seven furlongs, March 2, $20,000. 

Barbara Frietchie Handicap, fillies and mares 
three years old and up at six furlongs, March 9 
$25,000. 

Bowie Handicap, three-year-olds and up at 
one mile and a sixteenth, March 16, $25,000. 

Governor s Gold Cup, three-year-olds at seven 
furlongs, March 23, $30,000. 

John B. Campbell Memorial Handicap, three- 
year-olds and up at one mile and a sixteenth, 
March 30, $100,000. 
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Bowie Breeders’ Stakes, Maryland-bred two- 
year-olds at four and one-half furlongs, $7,500 
(To be run at Laurel on a date to be an¬ 
nounced. ) 

The ten stakes to be contested during the 
4l-day meeting represent a record outlay of 
$260,000 in added money. Two stakes—Lincoln 
and Washington—are new this year. For their 
1957 renewals the Burch Memorial and South¬ 
ern Maryland Handicaps were increased $2,500 
and $5,000, respectively. 

PIMLICO SLATE: The Maryland Jockey 
Club’s 12-day meeting, which completes the 
Maryland spring season, will be highlighted by 
five stakes carrying $170,000 in added money. 
During the 23-day 1956 spring meeting 
$185,000 was distributed in added money, thus 
the newly-announced schedule represents a con¬ 
siderable per-diem increase. 

The Riggs Handicap, staged as a grass event 
last year, and the Pimlico Nursery Stakes were 
dropped from the 1957 slate. 

The stakes schedule: 

Baltimore Spring Handicap, three-year-olds 
and up at six furlongs, Monday, May 6, (open¬ 
ing day) $10,000. 

Dixie Handicap, three-year-olds and up at a 
mile and three-eighths on the turf, Saturday, 
May 11, $25,000. 

Black-Eyed Susan Stakes, three-year-old fillies 
at a mile and a sixteenth (scale weights) Wed¬ 
nesday, May 15, $20,000. 

Mr. Fitz Handicap, three-year-olds and up at 
a mile and three-sixteenths, Friday, May 17, 
$15,000. 

Preakness Stakes, three-year-olds at a mile and 
three-sixteenths, Saturday, May 18, $100,000. 

The Mr. Fitz Handicap, which honors the 
82-year-old dean of American trainers who has 
saddled three Preakness winners, has been in¬ 
creased $5,000 in value. 

The Preakness, middle jewel of the Triple 
Crown, closes for nominations on February 15, 
along with the Kentucky Derby and Belmont 
Stakes. Nominations for the other four Pimlico 
stakes close Monday, May 1. The Baltimore 
Spring Handicap, opening day feature, is a six¬ 
teenth of a mile longer this year than it was 
last season, its 1957 renewal being contested at 
six furlongs. 

BANNER DAY: Progeny of Maryland stal¬ 
lions won three of the nine races on the January 
22 program at Hialeah Park. The first race was 
won by the five-year-old gelding, Donita’s King, 
a son of Alaking, from the Stimulus mare, 
Donita M. The third race, a dash for two-year- 
old maidens, was won by King Glade, a brown 
colt by The Pincher-Strike, by Zayin. King 
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Glade, sold by his breeder, Glade Valley Farm, 
at the Hialeah Paddock Sale, is the first starter 
from the first crop of The Pincher. 

The fourth race on the same program was 
won by the Virginia-bred (S. O. Graham) but 
Maryland-owned Sea Voyage, the property of 
L. W. Jennings. The fifth race, for three-year- 
olds, was taken by Sky Master, a son of Loser 
Weeper and Sageness, owned by J. L. Friedman. 

KILROE KLASSIC: The highest weighted 
Maryland-bred colt on Jimmy Kilroe’s 1956 
Experimental Free Handicap is Vertex at 114 
pounds, 12 below the topweighted Barbizon. 
Vertex is a son of The Rhymer-Kanace, by Case 
Ace, owned by F. A. Piarulli, of New Jersey, 
who also bred him. Vertex’s two-year-old cam¬ 
paign was brief, all three of his starts being at 
Atlantic City, but he dined well. For his three 
outings he shows two wins and a fourth, the 
latter being in the World’s Playground Stakes 
won by Cary C. Boshamer’s Our Joy (also 
bracketed on the Experimental at 114 pounds). 
After winning a maiden race and an allowance 
event, Vertex made up ground late to finish 
fourth after a torpid start in the World’s Play¬ 
ground Stakes. 

Vertex is a son of Maryland’s leading sire of 
two-year-olds, The Rhymer. The latter topped 
all classifications: first money, most winners and 
races won. From a crop of 21 foals the Pistorio 
Farm stallion had out nine winners of 19 races 
and $39,185 in first money last year. He also is 
the sire of Fenmar, winner of a division of the 
1956 Marlboro Nursery Stakes. 

Other two-year-olds (three-year-olds of 1957) 
sired by Maryland stallions which placed on the 
Experimental: 

110—Pro-Brandy, Double Brandy-Proverb, by 
*Aethelstan II (Maryland-bred). 

109—Culpeper, Sun Bahram-Weathering, by 
*Bull Dog. ^ 

109—Pajama Tops, Double Brandy-Marcia 
P., by Discovery (Maryland-bred). 

107—Nah Hiss, Call Over-Waymark, by 
Nedayr. 

106—Sags Gem, Saggy-Crown Jewel, by Case 
Ace (Maryland-bred). 

The aforementioned Culpeper, a son of Sun 
Bahram, the latter making his first season in 
Maryland this year at Merryland Farm, recently 
was sold by Clarence Hartwick to Lanson Farm 
for racing in Canada. A price "in excess of 
$30,000” was reported. 

ANNAPOLITICS: The Maryland General 
Assembly has been asked to consider a bill pro¬ 
posed by Senator Anthony F. DiDomenico (D., 
Second) which would prevent the Racing Com- 
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mission from allowing racing in Maryland prior 
to March 15. The senator from the Second Dis¬ 
trict, a self-styled "friend of the $2 bettor” also 
submitted a bill to bar children under 16 from 
admission to racetracks. 

POINT OF ORDER: At about the same time 
Senator DiDomenico tendered his "perennial”— 
a bill requiring Maryland tracks to compute 
breakage at a nickel instead of a dime. In sup¬ 
port of the latter he presented figures which 
were too hypothetical to be hypothetical: "if 
the odds should come to a $2.59 payoff . . . the 
holder of a $2 ticket would get only $2.40. The 
track and the state split the remaining 19 cents.” 
A $2 bettor would have known that under the 
existing mutuels setup the hypothetical payoff 
would be $2.58 and not $2.59, and that the 
track and the state would have only 18 cents 
to split between them. 

NERUDITE: Cap-wearing Johnny Nerud, 
who used to make riding engagements for 
Jockey Ted Atkinson and who since has made 
quite a name for himself in the training ranks, 
saddled three winners of the first five stakes 
presented at the Hialeah meeting. He won the 
Hibiscus with Ralph Lowes Gallant Man, sad¬ 
dled Formella Stables Switch On to repeat in 
the Palm Beach Handicap, and sent out J. J. 
Crowley’s Maryland-bred First Served to score 
in the Royal Palm Handicap on January 26. 

First Served, foaled at Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s 
Sagamore Farm, Glyndon, is a six-year-old 
gelded son of Discovery from the Pilate mare, 
Buffet Supper. Unraced at two, he was claimed 
from Vanderbilt for $10,000 as a three-year-old. 
The following year he won the Capitol Handi¬ 
cap (1954) at Laurel in the colors of S. Dewey 
Gottlieb of Washington, D. C. 

Last July, Nerud, who had claimed Switch On 
for $5,000 and later saddled him to beat Nashua, 
saw latent possibilities in First Served and 
grabbed him for $7,500. At Tropical Park the 
gelding won for $12,500 and later finished 
second to Hoop Band in an allowance race. His 
next start was in the Royal Palm. Carrying 
bottom weight of 110 pounds, First Served came 
from just off the pace to win by a length and a 
quarter. His time for the nine furlongs was 1:50 
over a fast track. A foul claim against him was 
disallowed. 

In a little over three seasons of campaigning 
First Served has started 50 times, won 11 races, 
been second 8 times and third 3 times. The 
$23,750 net to the Royal Palm winner brought 
his earnings to $64,000. 

McGEE CASE: The Maryland Court of 
Appeals, the state’s highest judicial body, has 
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reversed Superior Court Justice Joseph R. 
Byrnes’ ruling ordering Trainer Jimmy McGee 
reinstated after he had been suspended by the 
Maryland Racing Commission for six months 
on March 31, 1956. The Commission ordered 
McGee’s suspension, holding him responsible 
for the stimulation of the horse Morning After 
when the routine urinalysis test following the 
horse’s winning race on March 16 showed the 
presence of a drug in the nature of caffeine. 

SHOOTIN’ THE RAPIDS: The Greater 
New York Association has announced a new 
spring filly-mare handicap honoring Bed o’ 
Roses, Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s great mare. Con¬ 
ditions: fillies and mares at a mile and a six¬ 
teenth, Saturday, May 4, Jamaica, $25,000. . . . 
The costliest Maryland-bred ever to pass through 
the sales ring as a yearling, the *Nasrullah- 
Risque Ma colt sold at Keeneland last fall for 
$80,000, has been named Jeff Oh Oh. He was 
foaled at Sagamore Farm. . . . John M. Gaver, 
born at Mount Airy and former teacher at Balti¬ 
more’s Gilman School for Boys, has been named 
managing director of Greentree Stable and 
Greentree Stud. He will continue to serve as 
head trainer for Greentree, a post he has held 
since 1939. During his tenure at that post he 
has developed Tom Fool, Shut Out, Capot and 
other fine bearers of the pink and black. . . . 
The Saggy two-year-old colt Sink Not Sunk 
came by his name as a result of an experience 
his owner, Stanley Sagner, never will forget. 
Sagner was rescued from the Andrea Doria 
after she had been fatally rammed by the Swed¬ 
ish motorship Stockholm off Nantucket last 
summer. 

Alaking Does Well 

In 1956 Mrs. Arthur Hullcoat’s Alaking was 
represented on the track by 23 winners of 66 
races. In money earned his progeny stood second 
only to those of Discovery among the state’s 
stallions. 

Alaking stands at Mrs. Hullcoat’s Panorama 
Farm, Forest Hill. 

Also on the farm is Whirling Fox, so two 
of the eight Maryland stallions to beget stakes 
winners of 1956 stand at the Harford County 
establishment.

1956 

One hundred thirty-three Marylanders par¬ 
ticipated in the Breeders Awards paid out by 
the three major tracks and five minor tracks of 
the state to breeders of winners of open races in 
1956. Total payments to the breeders amounted 
to $59,728.80, approximately $5,500 more than 
in 1955. The mile tracks contributed $44,887.50, 
the smaller tracks $14,841.30. 

At the mile tracks, the awards are $250 in 
open races worth $2,500 or less to the winner; 
$500 in races worth more than $2,500. The five 
minor tracks made bonus payments of ten per¬ 
cent of the total value of the purse in open races.

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TACARO FARM 


The name "Tacaro” is known to everyone 
familiar with Thoroughbred horses. Years ago, 
Tacaro Bras, Tacaro Ginny, Tacaro-Pilata and 
numerous others raced or produced racers, 
while patrons of the racecourses guessed that 
"Tacaro” was an Indian name or something 
from the Moorish. 

It isn’t either, it was devised by taking parts 
of the first names of Taylor and Caroline Chew- 
ning. 

E. Taylor Chewning, a respected member 
of Maryland’s Racing Commission, a banker, 
and director and executive in half a dozen 
corporations, still finds time to spend with his 
horses. 

His Tacaro farm is situated at Tracy’s Land¬ 
ing, Anne Arundel County, and stands high on 
a hill overlooking some of the grandest coun¬ 
try in the State. 


Before the handsome colonial-type brick 
dwelling a long lawn slopes a few furlongs to 
the road and beyond the road is the Chesa¬ 
peake Bay. 

To the north and far below the residence a 
snug harbor cuts in and gives protection to a 
wide assortment of bay craft. 

To the west and south are the rolling hills 
of Anne Arundel. Over 400 acres of this in¬ 
teresting and beautiful terrain make up Tacaro 
Farm. 

There the master of the land raises cattle 
and a few Thoroughbred horses. A terraced 
stairway and a sand-and-gravel drive lead down 
to the barns and stables behind the home. 

The buildings for the stock are of brick and 
of modern sanitary construction. They enclose 
a wide courtyard. 

Mr. Chewning has eight Thoroughbred

The stallion was foaled in 1949 and is by 
the good sire, *Princequillo, from Agrarians 
daughter, Jeune Fille. As his photo shows, he 
is of excellent conformation, and, with his fine 
breeding, should carve out a reputation for 
himself as a progenitor. 

Tacaro Farm is a place of charm and beauty, 
combining the grandeur of the Chesapeake 
Country with dignified and appealing archi¬ 
tecture. It is, indeed, one of Maryland’s show 
places.—R.S.B. 

A Great Broodmare 

When Bola Mowlee died at Huntington Farm 
late last year Maryland lost one of the finest pro¬ 
ducing mares the State has known. She was the 
property of Alan T. Clarke, who also was her 
breeder. 

Seventeen at the time of her death, Bola Mow¬ 
lee produced runners which have earned well 
over a quarter of a million dollars and several 
of them still are running. 

Every year from 1945 to 1952, except ’50, 
she foaled a Thoroughbred that proved to be 
a winner. 

Leading the list was Senator Joe, Bola Mow- 
lee’s foal of 1948. He earned $101,955. Jeannie 
C. (1949) was next with $48,385. Bo Mowlee 
(1946) earned $25,760. BubolaMowlee, Marion 
Clarke, Lillian Clarke and Joe’s Jeannie, round 
out the list of money earners. These figures are 
to the end of 1955. Addition of ’56 earnings will 
boost the total substantially. 

A1 Mowlee, two years old in 1957, has not 
raced yet. 

Lillian Clarke, Senator Joe, Jeannie C. and 
Joe’s Jeannie are by Alaking; Marion Clarke and 
Bo Mowlee are by Little Beans, and Bubola 
Mowlee and A1 Mowlee were sired by Fritz 
Maisel. 

The latter stallion stands at Huntington 
Farm. 

Clarke acquired Bubola, dam of Bola Mowlee, 
with a suckling foal at her side. This youngster 
was Bullet B., by Canter. 

Bred to Mowlee, Bubola produced Bola Mow¬ 
lee in 1939. At two the filly finished second in 
the Maryland Futurity. She won many races, and 
her successes contributed toward Clarke’s top¬ 
ping the trainers’ list at one meeting at Pim¬ 
lico.
